The rep ort 
from the Pacific Coast states 
has not been receiv ed.

Receiv ing new and alarming rep orts 
of flood conditions in the lower Mis­ 
sissip p i v alley , Secretary of Com­ 
merce Herbert Hoov er today 
has­ 
tened his p rep arations to v isit that 
area. 
After a conference with Henry M. 
Bak er, National disaster relief 
di­ 
rector for the lied Cross, 
Hoov er 
annou nced he wou ld leav e at 2 
o’­ 
clo ck this afternoon for Vick sbu rg, 
M iss., on a gov ernment boat. 
Hoov er had originally p lanned to 
g o to Vick sbu rg tomorrow, bu t word 
of conditions downstream 
cau sed 
him to change his p lans. 
Hoov er was in telegrap hic 
com­ 
mu nication with the gov ernors 
of 
Mississip p i and Ark ansas.this morn­ 
ing, learning the relief needs of the 
two states. 
Joining Hoov er in the conference 
were Ma j. Gen. Edgar Padwin, chief 
of army engineers, and acting chair­ 
man Ficser of the Red Cross, 
both 
of whom accomp anied the Secretary 
to Memp his. 
Today will he sp ent in p erfecting 
an efficient relief organization, 
the 
commerce secretary annou nced. 
O rders for forcible ev acu ation of 
Greenv ille, Leland and other flooded 
Mississip p i towns were issu ed today 
hv Gen. Cu rtiss T. Green, command­ 
er of the Mississip p i national gu ard. 
A fleet of more than 100 boats of 
all sizes was being 
assembled 
at 
Vick sbu rg to carry soldiers into the 
flooded areas to bring ou t residents 
remaining in tin* flooded regions 
by 
force if necessary . 
“ We cannot allow these p eop le to 
die lik e rats from disease and p ri­ 
v ation or p ermit them to be trap p ed 
by the rising water,” General Green 
said. “ If they refu se to leav e, 
we 
intend to force them ou t of

Mr. Gilliom talked 
in such general terms, according to 
a two-column report of the speech 
in the Indianapolis Sunday 
Star, 
that a casual reading of the speech 
did not make it clear what he 
was 
talking about. 
“ It is ail obtuse person,*' he s ta t­ 
ed, " ’who is insensible t<> the 
fact 
the 
tin* 
political 
atmosphere 
in 
Indiana is surcharged with a 
res­ 
tiveness that holds dangerous poten­ 
tialities for the republican party.* 
And in this statement Mr. Gilliom 
said what might well be called 
the 
well-known “ mouthful. 
The political atmosphere lias been 
surcharged with **restiveness*’ 
for 
quite some time; in fact, ever since 
some republicans endeavored to get 
at the sore which was eating at the 
party ’s 
\itals, 
and 
Mr. 
Gilliom 
leaped to the defense of those 
who 
were believed to be responsible lor 
the state of affairs. 
_ 
Mr. Gilliom is indeed a very “ ob­ 
tu se" person himself if he is just 
now discovering this tiling lie 
calls 
“ restiveness” and is endeavoring to 
free the 
party 
of 
its 
influence, 
■whatever it is. lie didn t name 
it 
Saturday night, according to public 
accounts of his speech, and he left 
the reader free to judge for himself 
what it is. 
Long before the political campaign 
of 19‘J() was under way, certain re ­ 
publicans desired, to clean

recognition through investigation by 
the Marion county grand jury, Mr.

Vincennes and made a speech 
in 
which he exonerated 
state 
ofiiee 
holders who were under a cloud of 
suspicion. Though he pretended not 
to, he spoke as one with

1 ecause lie had been present at the 
sessions of the grand jury and had 
heard evidence which was supposed 
to he secret. 
The effort to punish those thought 
responsible for the 
“ restiveness” 
failed and subsequent attem pts have 
failed. Witnesses ha\e been spirited 
a wav, others have left of their own 
accord, and every conceivable means 
possible has been used to d lay 
the 
investigation, the latest being charg 
c.s ot bribery made by a member of 
the grand iury. 
Mr. Gilliom spoke a*- an 
oracle, 
not a new role for him. 11 is 
words 
sounded as if lie were the 
mouth­ 
piece of the reoublican organization 
in Indiana 
whether with authority 
ora n.umed power we do not know. In 
any e'en t. it sounded like a p rear­ 


ranged pronouncement that had been 
carefully thought out. 
At the risk of being regarded 
as 
“ obtuse,” we would suggest a “ legal 
opinion” by Mr. Gilliom on his a d ­ 
dress, giving his idea of who was 
read out of the party and what it’s 
all about. 


Growing Intelligently 


All American towns are not 
po­ 
tential industrial centers, according 
to Colvin B. Brown m anager of 
the 
organization service of the Chamber 
of Commerce of the United States, 
lie says th at surveys have been con­ 
ducted in many places to determine 
along what lines the community can 
best be developed. 
All towns are not suited to indus­ 
trial development, although most of 
them are. Yet, a cross section of the 
opinions on growth in the 
average 
town would show a demand fo r new 
industries. As a rule, when a town 
has a community revival and 
sets 
out to increase its 
population, 
it 
strikes out blindly, with little 
idea 
of what it needs or what it is seek­ 
ing, being spurred on by the magic 
words, “ more factories.” 
¡Such efforts often result in disas- 
r and the 
cause of 
community 
boosting gets a 
severe 
setback. 
Sometimes it is fatal and the town 
goes into a long sleep, never recov­ 
ering from the shock. 
The idea suggested above sounds 
reasonable. Why shouldn’t there be 
as much planning and foresight used 
in community development as there 
is given to the average 
individual 
enterprise? 
In some 
towns 
m anufacturing 
might destroy more values than 
it 
would create. Some towns can best 
be developed residentiary, others as 
health and recreation resorts, and 
others as educational centers. 
Of 
course, new industries are 
invalu­ 
able for the purpose of 
increasing 
population and creating new 
busi­ 
ness. But industries that have to be 
“ bribed” to locate in the community 
are often not the most desirable and 
experience teaches that 
they 
fre ­ 
quently, because of failure, do 
the 
cause of city and town boosting ser­ 
ious harm. There should be a 
good 
sound reason for a factory 
being 
loeated. 
These are gootl points to keep 
in 
mind a s the Rushville Chamber 
of 
Commerce is being organized, 
be­ 
cause such an organization can 
be 
seriously handicapped, 
even 
ren­ 
dered practically valueless to 
the 
community by one mistake in locat­ 
ing an industry.

Mexico has a much 
more stable government and Tel­ 
lez is the best ambassador who 
ever represented her here.

Mr. Gilliom talked 
in such general terms, according to 
a two-column report of -the speech 
in the Indianapolis Sunday 
Star,

"It is an obtuse person," he stat-

the the political atmosphere 
in 


Indiana is sin-charged with a res- 
tivcncss that holds dangerous poten- 
tialities for the republican party." 


And in this statement Mr. Gillioin 


said what might well he called the 


• well-known "mouthful." 


The political atmosphere has been 


,surcharged with " restivcness" 
foi 


'quite some time; in fact, ever since 
some republicans endeavored to get 
at the sore which was eating at the 
party's 
vitals, and 
Mr. 
Gilliom 


leaped to the defense of those who 
were believed to be responsible for 
the state of allairs. 


Mr. Gilliom is indeed a very "ob- 


tuse" person himself if he is just

Saturday night, according to public 
accounts of his speech, and he left 
the reader free to judge for himself 
what it is.

enterprise? 


In sonic 
towns 
manufacturing 


might destroy more values than it 
would create. Some towns can best, 
be developed residcntially, others as 
health and recreation resorts, and 
others as educational centers. Of 
course, new industries are invalu- 
able for the purpose of increasing 
population and creating new busi- 
ness. But industries that have to be 
"bribed" to locate in the community 
are often not the most-desirable and 
experience teaches that they fre- 
quently, because of failure, do the 
cause of city and town boosting ser- 
ious harm. There should be a good 
sound reason for a factory 
being 


located. 


These are good points to keep in 


mind as the R-ushvilic Chamber of 
Commerce is being organized, 
be- 


cause such an organization can be 
seriously handicapped, 
even ren- 


dered practically valueless to 
the 


community by one mistake in locat- 
ing an industry.

A POST-EASTER SERMON 


The Rev. Gibson Wilson 
Defines 


Death as Doorway Through Which 


We Pass Into Another Room 


-. "Divine Greetings From\ Beyond 
The Tomb," was the subject of the 
sermon at the First 
Presbyterian 


Church Sunday morning 
by 
the 


pastor, the Rev. Gibson Wilson: He 
chose as his text the 
words 
oi 


Jesus to his disciples' when he met 
them after 
the resurrection—"Al! 


hail," M. 28:9 and "Peace be unto 
you, "%Tohn 20:19. 


"'We arc living in the post-Eas- 


ter days," the pastor said. It is 
helpful to live in the thought of the 
appearances of Jesus. 


"What is death? There are many 


answers: It is the doorway through 
which ire "pass into another room, 
into which the physical eye can not 
look. Many sinister means have 
been used to get .messages from the 
other world. Even the oneji board 
has been consulted. 


"We have a message from beyond 


the tomb in the greetings of Jesus 
to his disciples after his resurrec- 
tion. Our fcext is such 
a greeting. 


There is nothing foolish in those 
words. We understand better what 
Jesus meant when he said, 'Let not 
your heart toe troubled, ye believe 
in God believe also in me.' There 
was joy at the resurrection and 
meeting again. After this divine sal- 
utation he showed them his hands 
and his side. 


"The message from beyond 
the 


tomb is assurance that we have a 
recognizable existence. They organ- 
ized his bodily form, his voice, his 
being:. 


"They are interested in the same 


things beyond the tomb that we are 
interested in on this side the tomb, 
the exaltation of Christ 
and his 


kingdom. 


"The (message from 'beyond 
the 


tomb assures that 
they 
are not 


subject to the old condition of ma- 
terial limitations. He appeared 
in 


the room, the door being shut. He 
anpeared in Galilee, the old home. 
He gave visible evidence 
of the 


identity of -those beyond the tomb. 


"Another message from beyond 


the tomb is that of peace. The key 
word 
of 
Christianity 
is peace. 


'Peace be unto you.' He announces 
from beyond the tomb that therein 
peace between God and man through 
the precious bloo<7 of the atone- 
ment.

friends." '<Pieace.'" No rebuke, no 
fault-finding, no chiding, notwith- 
standing all their faint heartedness,

night before. All; that is forgiven 
and forgotten beyond the tomb.- 


. ; "These messages are further icon- 
firmed by the appearance of Jesus 
to Paul and later to John. He is still 
the same Jesus. They are in' keep- 
ing >with that transfiguration scene 
when Moses and Elijah appeared to 
Peter and James and John. Here is 
the most trustworthy information 
that can 'be secured regarding those 
who are beyond the tomb. They are 
still living and interested 
in the 


kingdom of Jesus. 


"This should lead every person, 


to a greater consecration and a 
greater'faith in the life that is eter- 
nali Jesus has gone to prepare a 
home for every one who will prepare 
for it. He is coming again."
